Trade  Surplus  Widens  -  The 

agricultural  trade  surplus  gained 
another  $50  million  during  Nov¬ 
ember  as  exports  continued  their 
seasonal  growth  trend.  Exports 
climbed  $50  million  to  $3.35  billion, 
while  imports  remained  about  the 
same  as  October’s.  At  $1 .6  billion, 
November’s  trade  surplus  was  $468 
million  above  November  1987  and 
the  highest  since  December  1984. 

Exports  Gain  -  U.S.  agricultural 
exports  expanded  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  month  in  November,  a 
seasonal  gain  led  by  soybeans, 
cotton,  and  tobacco.  Exports  rose 
slightly  to  $3.35  billion  as  shipments 
of  soybeans  grew  $72  million,  cotton 
$49  million,  and  tobacco  $45  million 
from  their  October  values.  Wheat, 
animal  feeds,  and  meat  were  also 
higher,  while  corn,  vegetable  oil,  and 
horticultural  products  fell  (table  5). 

Many  grain  and  oilseed  prices  were 
lower  in  November.  Wheat  prices 
averaged  higher,  however,  with 
continued  strong  demand  and  tighter 
global  supplies.  Corn  and  soybean 
prices  continued  downward  from 
their  summer  drought-induced  highs, 
while  cotton  prices  averaged  slightly 
higher. 

Soybean  volume  rose  one-fifth  from 
the  month  before  as  new-crop 
supplies  became  available,  but  the 
gain  was  less  than  the  typical 
seasonal  upswing  during  the  1980’s. 
At  1 .7  million  tons,  the  volume  of 
soybean  exports  was  largest  since 
April  1988.  Shipments  to  the  EC 
rose  378,000  tons,  and  were  also 
higher  to  Eastern  Europe  and 
Taiwan.  Shipments  to  Mexico  and 
Japan  fell  from  their  October  levels. 

Tobacco,  one  of  the  most  strongly 
seasonal  exports,  rose  to  $129 
million  in  November  from  $85  million 


in  October.  Shipments  from  October 
through  December  usually  account 
for  more  than  40  percent  of  a  fiscal 
year’s  total  export  value.  Western 
Europe  takes  about  half  of  U.S. 
unmanufactured  tobacco  exports, 
with  Japan  the  second  largest 
customer. 

Cotton  exports  gained  $49  million  to 
more  than  $121  million,  largely  on 
the  strength  of  increased  shipments 
to  Japan,  Korea,  and  the  EC. 

Corn  export  volume  fell  14  percent 
to  3.8  million  tons  as  shipments  to 
Mexico  and  Spain  dropped  below 
October  tonnages.  Shipments  to  the 
USSR  and  Japan  continued  at  their 
previous  month’s  high  levels. 

Wheat  export  volume  remained  near 
October’s  as  increased  shipments  to 
Egypt,  Japan,  and  Pakistan  offset 
smaller  shipments  to  China  and 
Bangladesh.  Higher  average  prices 
boosted  value  about  5  percent  to 
nearly  $396  million. 

Imports  Level  -  Total  agricultural 
import  value  remained  unchanged  in 
November  at  just  over  $1 .7  billion. 
Increases  for  fruits,  vegetables,  and 
natural  rubber  were  offset  by  lower 
values  for  coffee,  cocoa,  sugar,  and 
tobacco  (table  6). 

Export  Value  to  Gain  in  1989  - 

U.S.  farm  product  exports  are 
expected  to  continue  their  growth 
path  during  fiscal  1989,  reaching 
about  $36.5  billion.  Export  volume 
could  fall  by  about  12  million  tons  as 
higher  prices  reduce  world  protein 
meal  use  and  shrink  the  U.S.  share 
of  world  soybean  and  soybean  meal 
trade.  Agricultural  imports  are 
forecast  at  about  the  same  value 
total  as  last  year.  The  trade  surplus 
is  expected  to  widen  $1  billion  to 
$15  .5  billion  {table  4).
